Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year  my  services  were  sought  by  several  General 
Practitioners,  the  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Bridgend 
Hospital,  to  investigate  the  home  conditions,  etc.,  of  elderly  patients 
who  were  in  need  of  hospital  accommodation. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50. — BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

No  money  was  spent  by  your  Council  under  this 
section  of  the  Act  during  the  year  under  review. 

(b)  REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN 
NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

No  action  was  taken  by  your  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act.  Two  aged  persons,  however,  were  found  to 
be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  medical  treatment, 
and  were  persuaded  to  enter  hospital. 

Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician,  Old 
Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  345).  In  this  work 
he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians 
are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  your  area  remains  somewhat 
stationary,  and  during  the  past  six  years  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
register  has  varied  between  60  and  80. 

In  recent  years,  with  the  discovery  of  streptomycin,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  this  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
the  maximum  benefit  of  this  recent  discovery  it  is  important  that 
the  disease  be  diagnosed  in  its  early  stages.  In  the  field  of  preven- 
tion, facilities  are  available  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  vaccination 
of  susceptible  contacts. 

It  is  a pleasing  thought  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 
Tuberculosis  will  probably  become  as  rare  as  Diphtheria  is  today.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  — Water  Supply. 

On  April  1st,  1953,  the  Council  became  constituent  members 
of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  other  members  con- 
stituting this  Board  are: — Cowbridge  Borough,  Cowbridge  R.D.C., 
Maesteg  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  and  Garw  U.D.C.  and  the  Penybont 
R.D.C. 

The  main  source  of  supply  used  by  the  Board  is  an  under- 
ground stream  at  Schwyll,  and  during  the  year  good  progress  was 
made  laying  down  an  underground  water-pipe  between  this  source 
and  the  Porthcawl  Reservoir.  By  the  end  of  1954  this  connection 
should  be  complete  and  a plentiful  supply  of  water  will  then  be 
available  for  your  district. 

The  number  of  water  samples  sent  for  examination  during 
1953  was  135.  119  of  these  were  satisfactory  and  16  unsatisfac- 

tory. As  in  previous  years  the  samples  of  raw  water  taken  from 
the  Ffynon  Fawr  borehole  frequently  produced  unsatisfactory 
results.  When  the  Schwyll  supply  becomes  available  the  use  of  the 
Ffynon  Fawr  borehole  will  be  discontinued. 

2.  — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

(a)  The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one  small 
section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water  drainage, 
the  remainder  is  on  a combined  system.  That  part  of  the 
Urban  Area,  West  of  the  railway,  drains  by  gravity  to  a 
sea  outfall  near  Iron  Gate  Point.  Most  of  the  sewage  of 
the  Eastern  section  gravitates  to  a pumping  station  at  Gian 
Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated  opposite  the 
Red  House,  Newton. 

As  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  I have  again  to  report 
that  the  Newton  Beach  sewer  outfall  is  very  defective  and 
crude  sewage,  escaping  through  the  corroded  cast  iron 
pipes,  causes  serious  fouling  of  the  beach  in  that  area.  In 
the  past,  unavoidable  circumstances  have  delayed  the  exe- 
cution of  works  for  remedying  the  nuisance.  As  this  beach 
is  extensively  used  during  the  summer  season,  the  Depart- 
ment is  indeed  very  concerned  that  this  serious  nuisance 
which  is  a potential  danger  to  public  health  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

I would  again  urge  high  priority  for  this  work. 

(b)  An  extension  to  the  sewer  was  made  in  the  Severn  Road 
area  and  consisted  of  300  yards  of  9"  foul  sewer.  A further 
87  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 
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9 Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  use  is  51.  In  addition  to 
the  foregoing  there  are  three  septic  tanks. 

These  are  situated  in  parts  of  the  District  to  which  no 
sewer  is  readily  accessible,  and  the  necessary  extensions 
with  a view  to  connecting  up  these  properties  are  not  at 
the  present  time  considered  practicable. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor, 

THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  TOWN  REFUSE. 

Collection. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Residen- 
tial  quarters  have  a weekly  collection  of  their  household  refuse 
whilst  from  business  centres  and  hotels  the  refuse  is  collected  twice 
weekly,  or  more  frequently  if  the  necessity  exists. 


All  refuse  is  collected  in  modern  and  specially  designed  motor 
vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any  nuisance  which  may 
arise.  ■'

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Detailed  reports  on  such  cases  were  submitted  monthly 
Housing  Committee,  and  where  considered  necessary,  the  Cc 
mittee  granted  medical  priority  points. 


I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Housing 
Committee  for  their  co-operation  and  understanding  of  all  the 
medical  cases  submitted,  particularly  so  where  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  severe  Mental  Disturbance  were  a prominent  feature.

Food  Poisoning. 

During  the  month  of  August  a small  outbreak  of  food  poison- 
ing occurred.  The  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  locally  prepared 
pressed  beef  which  had  probably  become  infected  by  the  excessive 
handling  of  the  meat  after  preparation.  The  seven  cases  reported 
suffered  severe  abdominal  symptoms  for  24  hours  and  then  re- 
covered. Such  an  outbreak  as  this  is  a reminder  that  prepared  meat 
is  a food  that  needs  careful  protection  to  avoid  contamination  and 
that  the  far  too  common  practice  of  handling  the  meat,  when  it  is 
being  cut,  should  be  avoided.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  year  under  review  passed  without  any  epidemic. 

Again  I am  happy  to  report  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified  during  the  year.  This  being  the  sixth  successive  year  in 
which  no  case  has  occurred. 

The  last  death  recorded  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1945. 
The  public,  however,  must  be  repeatedly  warned  that  it  is  only  by 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  that  this  security  can  be  main- 
tained. 

Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  some  anxiety  was  felt  that  an  outbreak  of 
Poliomyelitis  might  occur  in  the  Town,  as  cases  had  occurred  in 
adjoining  areas.  Fortunately,  however,  no  case  occurred. 

During  1947,  1949  and  1950,  serious  epidemics  of  this  disease 
occurred  in  Great  Britain  but,  fortunately,  very  few  cases  occurred 
in  your  area. 

The  general  public  should  bear  in  mind  that  Poliomyelitis 
reaches  its  maximum  incidence  during  the  months  of  August, 
September  and  October  and,  should  there  be  cases  of  the  disease 
in  the  area,  it  is  most  important  that  adults  and  children  should 
thoroughly  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  watercloset,  and 
especially  before  handling  food.  They  should  also  avoid  crowds 
and  excessive  fatigue.  If  any  vague  illness  occurs  during  an 
epidemic,  the  person  concerned  should  immediately  be  put  to  bed, 
because  if  this  disease  should  prove  to  be  Poliomyelitis,  the  chances 
of  severe  paralysis  are  lessened  by  early  rest.
